A‘critical part’ of the Official Plan Update process

The council chamber was 
packed for the Sept. 6 statu¬ 
tory public meeting on the 
town’s Official Plan update. 

Manager of community 
planning Ryan Windle called 
it a critical part of a proc¬ 
ess that began in April, and 
has involved targeted out¬ 
reach, a dedicated webpage 
www.townofbwg.com/Pkin- 
BWG, use of social media, and 
launch of a "What I love About 
My Community’’ campaign. 

Three stakeholder meet¬ 
ings were also held to discuss 
the four topics that make 


up Phase 1 of the update - 
Employment Lands, Growth 
& Population Distribution, 
Downtown Revitalization, 
and General/Administra¬ 
tion; Sept. 6 provided an 
additional opportunity “for 
the public to say what mat¬ 
ters they feel are important, 

addressed,” said Joe Nethery 
of MMM Group. 

He warned that some 
issues are beyond munici¬ 
pal control; the town’s OP “is 
also required to meet some 
expectations that are set out 
by the province... and the 
county.” The Provincial Pol¬ 


icy Statement, County Offi¬ 
cial Plan, Growth Plan for 
the Greater Golden Horse¬ 
shoe, Lake Simcoe Protec¬ 
tion Plan, Source Water Pro¬ 
tection Plan, Affordable 
Housing Act, Clean Water 
Act and Strong Communities 
Act are all part of the legisla¬ 
tive framework within which 
the Official Plan must fit - a 
“constantly shifting target, to 
put it politely,” Nethery said.

the Official Plan - creating 
new property standards that 
would prevent “demolition 
by neglect,” clarifying the dis¬ 
tinction between "Listing” 
and “Designation,” ensur¬ 
ing that new developments 
respect heritage, and provid¬ 
ing a budget. 

“Heritage is important,” 
Usher said, noting that the 
county’s Official Plan already 
calls for protection of cul¬ 
tural heritage features. 

Historian David Cham¬ 
bers also focused on Herit¬ 
age, describing it as the key to 
the economic revitalization 
of Bradford’s downtown, and 
calling on the Town to incor¬ 
porate newpolides that would 
ensure that infilling and inten¬ 
sification are “sympathetic 
to the streetscape... BWG has 
seen insensitive infilling of the 
worst kind. The Town must 
have more control.” 

Chambers and other 
speakers called for preser¬ 
vation of prime agricultural 
land; Jody Mott, Director of 
the Holland Marsh Growers 
Association, also raised the 
issue of access. Where does 
your food come from, and 
how’s it going to get through 
town?” Mott demanded, not¬ 


ing that 75% of Ontario's veg¬ 
etable production travels 
through BWG. 

There were calls for inclu¬ 
sion of commercial/residen- 

in the OP, to stimulate inten¬ 
sification; discussion of sen¬ 
iors’ accommodation, and 
the need for a range of hous¬ 
ing that includes apartments 
- and calls for council to 
resist “Not In My Back Yard” 
NIMBYism. 

There was even a presenta¬ 
tion by MasonryWorx, repre¬ 
senting the brick, block and 
stone industry, lobbying for 
tougher site plan controls to 
force the use of the materials 
in residential subdivisions. 

Councillor Gary Lamb 
called for Mixed Use devel¬ 
opment - three or four sto¬ 
rey apartments overtop 
commercial - “as opposed 
to building houses that are 
a million bucks now. We’re 
in a crisis... We should be 
looking at where you put 
your cars, where you put 
your playgrounds, and no 
more single-storey plazas.” 
But several councillors 
warned of the downside of 
intensification: More people 
means more traffic. Council¬ 


lor Peter Ferragine suggested 
that the town must deal with 
congestion. “To Just inten¬ 
sify, and add that many 
more people without look¬ 
ing at that first, is just going 
to make things worse." 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. 
called for more studies - a 
traffic master plan, a master 
servicing study - before mov¬ 
ing ahead. “The last thing I 
want to see is another 5000 
homes, and we can’t move.” 

The province requires the 

sification of population 
within its built boundaries, 
by 2031. "The time has come 
for BWG to consider the 
implications,” Nethery said. 
A Phase 1 Draft of the Offi¬ 
cial Plan update will be pre¬ 
sented at a Sept. 13 Open 
House, 4-6 p.m. and 7-9 p.m. 
in the Zima Room of the 
Bradford Library. A public 
meeting will follow on Oct. 
4, with the presentation of a 
staff report and recommen¬ 
dations on Nov. 1. Phase 2, 
covering “everything else,” 
begins in 2017. 

“We do take this seriously," 
said Mayor Keffer. “This is 
how we can make our mark 
for the next 20 years.”

Selfies not substance 
hurting PM at G20 


P rime Minister Jus¬ 
tin Trudeau has left 
his second G20 Summit, and 
what have we learned? 

Well, for one, that Trudeau is still 
a hit with foreign media and that his 

mixed tai-ehi-yoga performance 
aren’t bad. 

What have we not learned? 

First, whether the PM was ques¬ 
tioned by Turkey over Canada’s 
training support for Kurdish troops 
fighting ISIS in Syria. (There are 
reports that President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan harshly criticized U.S. 
President Barack Obama over 
American support for Kurdish 
forces. When asked by a reporter, 
Trudeau did not answer.) 

Second, why Trudeau wasn’t 
involved in a meeting about Ukraine 
— where Canadian troops are 
currently training the Ukrainian 
military. The meeting was attended 
by Obama, Angela Merkel and 
Francois Hollande. 

Canada has always had to jockey 
for position on the world stage. Ours 
is not the biggest economy, nor the 
largest military force. But we have 
demonstrated time and again the 
substantial contributions we can 

Our concern is that Trudeau’s 
much-cultivated Mr. Nice Guy and 
Prime Minister Selfie image is 


playing better with celebrity-hungry 
media abroad than with foreign lead¬ 
ers seeking a substantive partner. 

Trudeau went to China espousing 
the right message: One of economic 
engagement, rather than isolation¬ 
ism. He addressed the issue of 
human rights while there, and 
raised the cases of three Canadians 
being detained abroad. 

But is he bringing the needed grav- 
itas? We’re not seeing it. 

There are reasons Trudeau might 
not be included at the Ukraine 
meeting. There are explanations for 
why Turkey may not have taken 
issue directly with him on our 
training of Kurdish forces. 

But the reason that lingers in a 
skeptic’s mind might be the worst of 
all: Relevance. 

At a time of such international 
upheaval, are we at the table when 
we need to be? 

Let’s not forget that, back in 
January, Trudeau’s defence minister 
wasn’t invited to a summit of 
nations fighting to take down ISIS. 

Trudeau’s only formal bilateral 
meeting at the G20 in Hangzhou, 
China was with the president of 
Chad. 

The prime minister insists he 
spoke informally to almost every 
leader during the brief two days of 
talks. 

But were they listening when he

The cost of drought 

To the editor: When your livelihood is 
derived from agriculture, there is no such 
thing as a “normal" or “average" year. From 
one year to the next, you have to deal with 
challenges; farming certainly isn’t the “same 
old, same old" from one year to the next. 

We use Best Farm and Best Management 
practices, as much as we are able when 


2016 has certainly proven to be a 
challenge. Our spring started out cooler 
than we would have liked, given that we had 
frost-sensitive transplant onions to plant. 
Then, in May/June, the Holland Marsh 
experienced wind storms. The ground is 
light, having been "worked” for our seasonal 
crops; and while some farmers plant cover 
crop "windrows” to protect their crops until 
they can establish their roots, there is still 
thatsmallwindowwhenthewindcanblow 
through, picking up dirt and seeds, requiring 
re-seeding. 

Our farmers dealt with damaging 
northwest winds for two and a half days, 
which dried out some seedlings and 
caused wind damage. Then there was lack 
of precipitation - requiring irrigation, and 
increasing mput costs. 

The Holland Marsh Drainage System Joint 
Municipal Services Board, a partnership of 
King Township and the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, plays a big role in 
the Marsh. It should be noted that the 
drainage system is unique in all of Ontario, 
contributing to the importance of this 
Specialty Crop Area. There are a number 
of pumphouses within the polders that 
control the flow of water inandoutofthe 
Holland Marsh from Lake Simcoe. During 
the lengthy drought, the likes of which we 


have not seen for a couple of decades, the 
pumphouses were checked twice daily, 
controlling the flow based on the needs of 
local farmers. 

The drought has been incredibly hard on 
Agricultural crops. Our farmers have been 
spending 19 hours a day trying to keep the 
crops alive. The extreme heat and lack of 
rain have contributed to seedlings burning 
off, and a reduction in the effectiveness 
of crop protection - leading to excessive 
weed growth, weeds that harbour pests 
and disease. Under normal conditions, 
fields are hand-weeded four or five times 
during the growing season; this year, to date, 
we have on our farm alone increased our 
labour costs for additional hand-weeding by 
$14,000! 

Some crops, like onions, may experience a 
size reduction. Other crops, like carrots, may 
be longer - at least, those that survived the 
heat. Many folks are asking, “How will this 
drought impact food prices? Or will it? What 
are your farm losses?” 

These are great questions. It's difficult to 
say what, if any, food price increases will 
occur. While we talk about buying local, the 
reality is that most of our Holland Marsh 
farmers are commercial growers, and the 
prices we get paid depend on global market 
pricing - not what it actually costs us to grow 
the food, but international market prices. 
Overall supply will determine price. 

What are the farm losses? I can figure out the 
increased costs of labour, fuel, transplants, 
seed, crop insurance, crop protection to date 
based on actual numbers, but it isn’t until 
next April that we will be able to figure out 
actual losses, based on market value.
